They point out that the grmveled 
streets under the heavy automobile 
and truck traffic o t to-day will last 
only a few years until they will have 
to be entirely rebuilt and th at the 
annual maintenance of such streets

'Ibat costs be­ 
tween five and six thousand dollars 
It is time our peopfle were gm ng 
this matter of streets and street e<i- 
uipment serkms thought.

eight years—and during the life of 
this gravel street it must be contin­ 
ually main tamed.

Bfr. Allcom in an interview on his 
farm Tuesday told the story of h:s 
vineyard w'hich is now the 
second 
Isigest in the county and 
how 
he 
came into possession of the land In 
August 1926. At that tim? no part 
of it had been cultivated for 
three 
years and it was set almost solid in 
Johnson grass. When he told people 
that K-* was going to start a vine­ 
yard there, most of them thought he 
was wasting his money 
and 
even 
the men whom he hired to do 
the 
w'ork frankly told him so. 
He put out his first vines in F>b- 
niary 1926 and by late spring had 
out fourteen acres on 
which 
were 
4060 vines. Only 280 of these died 
and which haw of course been re­ 
planted. .'Xlthough these vines are to- 
dav hut sixteen months old. they are 
well fruited with gmpes which have 
begun to ripen.

Says He Thinks 
Crops Best Ever 
L. E. Grainger, 
who 
has 
been 
fam iliar with the farm ing conditions 
in the county for the past quarter of 
a century and whose work daily ca*- 
rie.s him into the rural districts al­ 
most daily, says that the 
crops 
In 
Comanche county are 
better 
than 
he 1ms ever known them. Mr. Grain­ 
ger says that he can recall only one 
time years ago when most 
of 
the 
land was fresh, that conditions were 
nearly as good as now. 
Mr. Grainger after visiting in the 
sandy land 
section of 
the 
county 
says that he frequently saw as many 
as three ears of corn on one staiV, 
and predicts that some 
of 
it 
will 
make as high as 100 bushels per acre 
His story of the corn crop 
on 
the 
j Ernest Carpenter farm is particul­ 
arly interesting. According to 
Mr. 
Grainger this part of the farm for 
the last several years had been in 
solid Johnson grass 
and 
hud 
not 
been cultivat <1. Tom Mazurick who 
works the farm decided this spring 
to plant the field in corn. He listed 
the ground de p and planted early. 
According to Mr. Grainger this corn 
now has from one to three ears per 
stalk and the ears are large and al­ 
most fully 
matured. 
He 
predicts 
that if anv field in the county makes 
a hundred bushels p^r acre this will 
be one of them. 
Mr. Grainger stated th at usually 
on the farm s some crops are good 
while oth ‘is are poor or total fail­ 
ures, hut this is not the

year. Every where he goes he finds 
not only good com, but fine maize, 
cotton, and peanuts.
